For these len- 
tures he receives all the way from nothing 
to $100. In fact, he declares that so 
many of his lectUfés dre given free tat 
he ts almost penniless. In all his lectures 
he violently attacks the Russian Bureauc- 
racy, and purports to give the true story 
of how political exiles are treated in the 
land of the Czar and how, should one 
escape, they are hounded all over the 
world. 

The Count always “carries a revolver. 
He says that he will shoot the next “ Rus- 
sian spy ”’ that attempts to interfere with 
him. He declares that he values his own 
life far less than he once did, owing to 
the persecution of the Russian Secret 
Service, but now he is nearly at the end 
of his rope and desperate. 

It was just after publication of a dis- 
patch from ~Poughkeepsie telling of the 
appointment of Count Lochwitzky as a 
Deputy Sheriff, with license to carry a 
revolver, that THE

A. M. Lochwitzky, 
who has been made a Deputy Sheriff by 
Sheriff Robert W. Chanler, with permis- 
sion to carry firearms protect himself 
from the attacks of spies. You supplement 
this intelligence by a short biographical 
sketch of the ‘‘ Count.’’ which I consider 
as a shameless imposition on your good 
faith, inasmuch as it is a tissue of false- 
hoods. 

Allow me to state first that there are no 
Counts by the name of Lochwitzky in Rus- 
sia, and that no General cf the same name 
has ever been Assistant to the Minister of 
War for thirty-six vears; the office of As- 
sistant to the Minister of War was created 
only last year, hence you can draw the 
conclusion as to veracity. 

I inclose a circular which the self-styled 
“Count’’ distributed broadcast in Cali- 
fornia preliminary to Bnd at the time of 
his lecturing tour; the biographical sketch 
contained therein differs materially from 
the one you publish in your paper, and is 
@t variance with it. As a Russian and as 
a friend of truth, I feel duty bound to en- 
lighten your readers on this matter. Ac- 
cording to this fancy account of his life, 
the ‘‘Count’’ was a Lieutenant Colonel 
at the time of his arrest in 1897; on the 
other hand the year of his birth is given 
as 1871; this would mean that he had 
reached the grade of Lieutenant Colonel at 
the age of 26.

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FIRE DESTROYS M. E. CHURCH. | 





St. James’s Building at New Bruns- 
wick Burns to the Ground. |

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 13.— 
Fire completely destroyed St. James's | 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Sohuyler | 
and Bayard Streets early this morning. 
The blaze was discovered at 5:30 by John 
Deiner, who found the basement of the 
church in flames. He sent in an alarm 
which brought out the city’s entire fire 
department, 

Although its walls were of brick and 
stone, the interior of the building was al- 
most entirely of white pine, and the 
chureh burned rapidly. In two hours the 
roof caved in. and only the steeple and 
walls were left standing. The steeple, 
150 feet high, was threatening to fall, and 
immediate steps were taken to have it 
pulled down so that it would do no 
damage. 

The pastor of the church, the Rev. Fred- 
erick C. Uhl, got out with the firemen 
and worked bravely in the futile effort 
to save the building. His parsonage, with- 
in twenty feet of the church, was several 
times in danger, but was saved. The total 
damage is estimated at $50,000. 

While the fire was still burning steps 
were taken for rebuilding, which will be 
started at once. Most of the loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. The fire is supposed 
to have started from an overheated fur- 
nace. i

Accident Delays Brooklyn Bridge Ele- 
vated Traffic for Two Hours. 


The regular elevated train service on 
the Brooklyn Bridge was tied up for two 
hours early yesterday morning by an acci- 
dent which happened to a Ridgewood 
train as it was leaving the bridge struct- 
ure on the spur connecting it with the 
elevated tracks on Adams Street, Brook- 
lyn.

“McKinley never harbored animosity, 
and was always ready to forgive, yet he 
had more wars during his Administration 
than any President since Lincoln. Strange, 
indeed, are the ways of Providence, that 
men as gentle as these should have been 
so situated, yet McKinley had three wars 
—the Spanish war, the Philippine war, 
and the Boxer troubles.’’

Dr. Abbott Tells of a Parishioner Ap- 
parently Brought Back to Life.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 13.~The ap- 
parently miraculous resurrection of one 
of his prominent parishioners was told to- 
day during the course of his sermon at 
Yale by the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott of 
New York City.

D. P. BALDWIN DROPS DEAD. 


Indiana Banker Was Under Indictment 
for Embezzlement. 
Special to The New York Times. 

LOGANSPORT, Ind., Dec. 13.—Broken 
in health by years of effort to unravel the 
affairs of his private banks at Goodland, 
Fowler, and Ambia, Ind., Daniel P. Bald- 
win, widely known as a iecturer and trav- 
eler, dropped dead to-day. On Nov. 5 he 
was indicted on two counts by the Benton 
County Grand Jury for embezzlement, it 
being charged that money of depositors 
was used in financing investments in Ar- 
kansas timber lands. 

Baldwin was Attorney General of In- 
diana during the Administration of Gov. 
Porter. He had been candidate for Judge 
of the Supreme Court before the Re- 
publican State Convention and was de- 
feated. His eloquent renunciation and 
statement that he would stump the State 
for ‘‘Grant and Glory” won him the 
unanimous nomination for Attorney Gen- 
eral. He was active in Republican politics 
until 1892, when, after a quarrel with 
President Harrison, he offered his ser- 
vices to the National Democratic Com- 
mittee. 

When two of his banks were closed 
Baldwin surrendered all his property to 
protect depositors. He had been rated 
as the wealthiest man in this county and 
a will written some years ago left thou- 
sands to Wabash College for the educa- 
tion of poor boys, but it is believed his 
bequests will be unavatlable. 

Baldwin was a prolific writer, and in 
search of material had traveled in every 
civilized country. He was born in Mad- 
ison County, New York State. and edu- 
cated in Cazenovia Academy and Madison 
University, being graduated from Colum- 
bia Law School as first honor man in 
the first class sent out by Prof. T. W. 
Dwight. 


EXPLOSION IN EDISON PLANT. 


Three Men Injured, but Officials Re- 
fuse to Explain the Accident.

Washington Will Not Intervene, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Up to a late 
hour to-night State Department officlais 
had received no word officially of the 
seigure off the Verezuelan coast of the 
Venezuelan coast guard ship Alix by the 
Dutch cruiser Gelderland. While the in- 
formation caused no surprise, or very 
little, it did arouse much interest. This 
Government has foreseen some such 
clash ever since the Dutch began active 
preparations to retal‘fate, on President 
Castro’s Government. 

When the Gelderland and two other war 
vessels of the Dutch Navy were ordered 
to Venezuelan waters it was recognized 
that a clash was practically inevitable, 
unless some conciliatory overtures were 
made by Venezuela, When these were not 
made, and when Venezuela showed its 
teeth by manning its coast fortifications 
and stocking them with ammunition, the 
United States merely waited for the bad 
feeling to show itself in a collision. So 
far as this country is concerned there is 
now no intention té Intervene. 

The maintenance of this attitude is de- 
pendent, however, entirely on the man- 
ner in which the Dutch and Venezuelans 
conduct the affair. If foreign commeres 
is blocked by the Dutch, or internal trou- 
bles affecting foreigners and Americans 
are precipitated in Venezuela, this Gov- 
ernment will then take action. Waiving 
these possibilities, it may be said that 
the United States is more pleased than ~ 
othérwise that Venezuela is to be pun- 
ished.

The Gelderland, which has visited the 
United States several times, is the vessel 
which took Paul Kriiger, the President of 
the Transvaal, from South Africa to Mar- 
seilles after the collapse of the Trans- 
vaal’s defense in the South African war. 
She represented the Netherlands Govern- 
ment at the Jamestown Exposition, 2 

During the seven years that. he has oc- 
cupied the Presidential chair of the Vene- 
zuelan Republic, Cipriano Castro has had 
constant difficulties with France, Italy, 
Germany, Great Britain, and the United 
States, 

The foreign powers insisted upon the 
payment of the claims arising from the 
destruction of the property. of their citi- 
zens in the various revolutions and the 
failure of Venezuela to pay for the con- 
struction of its public works. The 
trouble with this country arose ten years 
ago over the seizure of a pitch lake at 
Felicidad, for which a working conces- 
sion had been granted to the New York 
and Bermudez Asphalt Company. This 
question culminated in the so-called 
Matos-Asphalt revolution in 1902. 


The Matos Rebellion, 


The United States did nothing to help 
the Venezuelan Government put down the 
| revolution which had been fostered and 
financed by certain Americans, but Cipri- 
|ano Castro surprised the world at large 
by placing himself at the head of his 
| small, ragged army and giving the rebels 
a good beating. 

His soldiers were practically untrained, 
iill-fed, and badly clothed. He said that 
it was very unwise to pamper fighting 
}men. He. gave his soldiers black beans 
|and bread, and for the rest they had to 
depend on leot. Later Castro brought 
suit in the United States courts against 
the New. York and Bermudez Company 
for aiding Matos and his co-revolutionists, 
and company was ordered to pay 
Venezuela $50,000,000 damages. 

Later, after the case had been heard in 
court, it was agreed that Venezuela should 
interpret the law in the matter at Issue. 
Then Castro reconstituted the courts to 
suit his own ideas. Jacob Sleeper, the 
/American Chargé d’Affaires, was ordgfed 
to leave Caracas last August, just out 
| the same time as J. H. de Reus, the Min- 
‘ster from Holland, recelved his marching 
orders,

The Opposing Navies. 


The naval force of Venezuela consists 
lof ten vessels. Of these the Bolivar Is 
a cruiser and the Miranda and Libertador 
are gunboats. The others, with the ex- 
|ception of the Restaurador, which was 
|} formerly the steam yacht Atalanta, are 
|}hardly worthy of mention. They are 
| little more than armed tugs, There 
}one twelve-pound gun on the Restaura- 
| dor, but outside of this there is not a 
|gun in the fleet bigger than a six-pounder, 
| When Castro took charge of Venezuelan 
j}affairs eight years ago this Restaurador 
| was the entire navy. It was the Restau- 
rador In which his defeated predecessor, 
Andrade, escaped, afterward kindly re- 
turning the vessel to Castro with the 
message that it might be useful later. 

The cruiser Bolivar is of 571 tons, 
armed with two 4.7-inch guns, and 
credited with a speed of eighteen knots 
an hour. The gunboat Miranda is of 200 
tons, with two small quick-firing guas, 
speed 12 knots .an hour. The gunboat 
Libertador is of 832 tons, with four quick- 
\firing guns. The other ships are four 
|small river géinboats and one steamer, 
j}the Augusta. 

When the Dutch Government sent the 
armored cruiser Gelderland to make a 
demonstration in Venezuelan waters, Cas- 
tro had new eight-inch guns placed in 
the forts at La Guayra and Puerto Ca- 
bello, and sent his brother, Major Car- 
melo Castro, to this country to recrult 
expert gunners. These forts possess also 
some modern six-inch Krupp guns. 

The Netherlands has a navy comprising 
A ssels of.all descriptions, in- 
;cluding six cruisers elderiand 
| class, which have a speed of 19 and 20 
knots, and carry two 6-inch 40 cal ns 
six 4.7-inch, four 12 pounders, eight i 
pounders, and four machine gyns, tn ad- 
ition these crulsers are equipped with 
torpedo tubes, four being above ‘water 
and the tow tube submerged. 

The battleship Jacob van Heimskereck 
was built in 1906, has 5,000 tons displace- 
}ment, and a speed of 16 knots. Her armu- 
ment consists of two 9.4-inch 45 calibre 
Krupp guns, six 6-inch 40 calibre, 6 12 
pounders, one submerged torpedo tube 
bow, and one stern. 

Her main armor belt is 6 feet wide and 
| 220 feet long. The Heimskerck was only 
} completed jast May. In addition the

| KIERAN’S ROOMS SEARCHED. 


Detective Gains Entrance at Night, but 
Fails to Find Missing Man.

| day from a train between Baltimore and

érs with common law prisoners, and if this 
new bidder for American sympathy under 
the guise of a self-styled martyr has ever 
been compelled to take up his residence in 
Saghalien he must be a criminal and a 
felon, and as such his statements should 
be taken for what they are worth, and the 
American public, so renerous and so im- 
pulsive, should reserve its sympathies for 
more déserving martyrs, and a better cause.

The circular referred to was one which 
had been prepared by Count Lochwitzky’s 
agent, Lee Keedick, of this city. It 
said: ; 

Count. Alexander M. Lochwitzky is the 
only son of the late Gen. Michael Loch- 
witzky, ,.who for thirty-six years was the 
Russian’ Minister of War. His mother was 
born Countess Nikitine. Both his parents 
were of the oldest families of Russian aris- 
tocracy, families dating back to the be- 
ginning “of the twelfth century. He was 
married to the Countess Anastasia of Lux- 
emburg, daughter of the late Count Wal- 
demar, Counselor of the Court. 

In May, 1897, the Count was arrested as 
a ‘‘suspect’’ belonging to a ‘‘ Socialist 
Party,’ and on the technical charge of 
founding a free school—a school in which 
the peasants could have the advantages of 
a common education for their children with- 
out the Interference of the priests of the 
Greek Church. 

He was thrown ‘Into the dungeon of the 
Fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul at St. 
Petersburg, held for fifteen months in soli- 
tary seclusion, denied any knowledge of his 
family, his great estate confiscated, tor- 
tured to make him confess the things he 
had never dreamed of doing, and, without 
trial, was sent as a ‘‘ political exile,"’ guilty 
of “high treason,’’ to ‘‘ hard labor’’ on 
the Island of Saghallen, Siberia, by the 
ukase of the Czar Nicholas II. From there 
he escaped to Japan, thence to China, and 
finally to the United States. 

Three days after arriving here he took out 
his first naturalization papers, and he only 
hopes to spend the remainder of his days 
under the stars and stripes, where politi- 
cal freedom is the birthright of all and 
where the bureaucratic oppression of the 
Middle Ages is unknown, 


Denies He’s an Impostor. 


The Count was greatly perturbed when 
a Times reporter found him in Pough- 
keepsie and told him of the aspersions 
that had been made on his good faith. 

“It is not the first attempt of the kind 
to discredit me,’’ he exclaimed dra- 
matically. ‘‘ They have been trying to do 
this for the last four years, ever since I 
began lecturing about conditions as they 
exist in Russia and of the persecutions to 
which Russian exiles are subjected right 
here in the United States. They have 
failed to kill me, and they are playing the 
only other card they have in trying to 


close my mouth and conceal the secrets /| 


Few | I have been telling in order to buy 
bread.”’ 

Then the new Deputy Sheriff took up 
the aspersions one by one, To the first, 
that no Counts of the name of Lochwitzky 
existed in Russia, and that no General of 
that name was ever assistant to the Min- 
ister of War for thirty-six years, his 
answer was: 

“It is true that there are no hereditary 
Counts of my name in Russia. But there 
are such titles in the Luxemburg family. 
Although I possess the name Luxemburg, 
I have dropped it since coming to America 
for reasons which will be seen later on, 
The manner in which I became a Count 
{is this: The Count Waldemar Luxemburg, 
whose daughter I married, petitioned the 
Emperor Alexander III. to grant to the 
husband of his only daughter «the name 
and title of the Luxemburgs. This_pe- 
tition was granted, and 1 was made a 
Count. 

“Tt is true that the office Assistant to 
the Minister of War was created only 
recently, but there’are several heads of 
the military department at the Russian 
War Office, all of which belong to the 
third class. One of these is Chief of the 
General Staff, another Chief of Artillery, 
another Chief of the Engineers’ Depart- 
ment, Chief of the Commissary Depart- 
ment, Chief of the Military Prosecutor's 
Office, Chief of the Medical Department, 
Chiet of the Cossacks, Chief of the Chan- 
cellery in the War Office, and Chief of 
the Jurist Counsel. The latter was the 
office held by my father for thirty-six 
years. The records in the War Office 
will show his signature.” 

Then came the insinuation that Count 
Lochwitzky was far too young a man to 
have reached the grade of Lieutenant- 
Colonel at the time of his arrest. 

‘An officer of the guard is two ranks 
hicher than an officer of the line in Rus- 
sia,” he said. ‘A First Lieutenant in 
the guards is equal in grade to a Captain 
of the line, and a Captain in the guards 
is equal in rank to a Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the line. I was a Licutenant in the 
Imperial Guards, when my father decided 
that I was spending entirely too much 
money, so he had me transferred to the 
War Office. The Chief of a bureau there 
has the Seventh Class, equal to a Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel of the line.’’ 

Then came the assertion that no title of 
Count existed in the Luxemburg family. 

“That is not true,’’ said Count Loch- 
witzky. ‘‘The fame of the Luxemburg 
family is known throughout Russia. The 
Luxemburgs have the title of Count, and 
on their crest they have the Earl's 
crown.” 

It may be added that Baron Schlippen- 
bach yesterday, after consulting the Elite 
Directory of St. Petersburg, found that 
the title of Count does exist in the Lux- 
emburg family. The directory showed 
that Countess Ava, daughter of Karl 
Luxemburg and widow of a Counselor 
to the Court, lived in St. Petersburg in 
1908. The Baron said, however, that 
Counselor of the Court is a title only, and 
does not imply that the family is of noble 
lineage. 

The next accusation Count Lochwitzky 
answered was that the Counselor to the 
Court was a very small office and one 
which carried no influence. 

“IT have never said that my relative 
was a Counselor to the Court in the way 
of whispering in the ears of the Emperor 
as to matters of state,”’ he said. ‘ But I 
can say this: If Admiral Bob Evans 
should go to the President and say, for 
instance, that he did not think a certain 
style of torpedo would be good for the 
Navy Department, the President would 
listen to it. That is the way a Counselor 
to the Court advises. I do not think the 
position is so problematic. Do you?” 

Next Saghalien Island was taken up, 
and the “Count” told this marvelous 
and romantic tale of his arrest and im- 
prisonment there: 

“The assertion that political prisoners 
are not sent there {s untrue. Iwillreferyou 
to the books of Charles Hawes, in which 
he tells of the exiles and the prisoners on 
that bleak island. While there is a large 

rison there for criminals, there are also 

ouses where the political exiles live. | 

lived on that island eo months, and 
should know. I was a political exile, not 
a criminal prisoner. I may also say that 
while I was there the Governor of the 
island robbed me of the money which 
had been put in his hands to feed me. 
He allowed me only $2.50 a month and 
kept the rest himself. When they sent 
me to the island they made me a Princi- 
pal of one of the schools there. I was 
free on the island—free to starve.” 


Speaks Three Languages. 


Count Lochwitzky is well educated. He 
speaks several languages, including Ger- 
man and French, and is well versed in 
Latin and Greek. He knew English, he 
says, before he came to this country, and 
he speaks it well for a foreigner. ; 

The story he told of his alleged perse- 
cution in Russia, of his exile, of the con- 
fiscation of his property by the Russian 
Government, of his escape from Siberia, 
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and, last, of his.escapes from assassina- 
tion and poisoning in the last four years 
in this country, was told while the Count 
paced up and ddwn his room. Now and 
ther he took from his pecket the revolver 
which he says he has carried for many 
years, and which, he declares, may somo 
day cause the death of a Russianspy. At 
times the Count acted the scenes of which 
he told. Now and then he would straight- 
en up, with heels close together, and give 
a military salute. This was when he was 
telling of the indignities he had suffered 
from those in whose care he was in his 
years of imprisonment. He said that 
many of his private papers, including 
some which would prove many phases of 
his story, were destroyed in the fire which 
followed the earthquake in San Francisco. 
But he has many letters now which bear 
on his tale. He has also the Imperial 
Eagle, which he wears as a pendant from 
his watch chain and which, he says, was 
given him while he was at the Russian 
Imperial Military Academy. 

The Count began his story by telling of 
his youth when, he said, he had many 
servants and horses and Mved on a large 
estate about 130 miles out of St. Peters- 
burg. He told of his graduation at the 
military academy and of his service in 
the Imperial Guard, then of his transfer 
to the War Office at the instance of his 


father. 

“TIT lived im an atmosphere of the 
Court,’”” he said, ‘the atmosphere of 
diplomacy, which had all reverence for 
the Emperor and for his high.,officials. 
Everything was grand and inspiring. 
Long after my marriage I met a young 
woman whose ideas were broad. She had 
been educated in Germany. She took me 
about St. Petersburg and showed me 
thines as they really existed—poverty, 
wretchedness, and the grafting of offi- 
cials. My eyes were opened. .I deter- 
mined to begin to try to reform this state 
of affairs. I am not a Socialist or an 
Anarchist, and never have-been. Nor do 
I believe in violence. I started a school 
for the peasants on my estate. That was 
the cause of my arrest and the many 
hardships which followed. 

‘But I am getting ahead of my story. 
While at the War Office I soon saw the 
rottenness of the officials. Grafting was 
everywhere. Well, soon after I opened 
the free school I wa arrested. The po- 
lice come and searched my house, trying 
to find some papers that would connect 
me with the Socialists. They ripped up 
the chair cushions and the beds. They 
passed the night reading my correspond- 
ence, 

“There was one letter which I had re- 
ceived from a young girl, asking me to 
lend her a book... She signed the letter 
‘M.’ The police found this. They want- 
ed to know about it. My wife was very 
jealous. I did not’ wish to tell who the 
girl was, and I did not. I told the police 
it was from a woman. They laughed at 
me. They said that ‘bodk’ probably 
meant ‘ bomb.’ s 

‘Well, I was sent to the fortréss of ‘St. 
Peter and St. Paul and was confined there 
sixteen months. A man was murdered in 
the cel] next to mine. I can hear his 
screams now in my sleep. In that prison 
there is an open court. I was walking 
there one day when I saw a little door. 
On the walls beside the door I saw dark- 
brown splashes. It was blood. There 
were small holes, too, in the mortar and 
the stone. I dug into these and found 
bullets. This was where the prisoners 
had been led out in the night and shot. 
I had often heard the sound of volleys 
about 4 o’clcck in the morning. 

“One day I was taken out to secret 
headquarters on the outskirts of St. Pe- 
tersburg and thrown into a little stone 
room. I had heard of these rooms where 
the ceiling is lowered until it crushes 
the victim, and others where the floor 
is made to slant until the prisoner slides 
down to a dungeon and his death, I 
grabbed the iron window bars and hung 
there, expecting’ every moment to feel 
the floor begin to slide. I hung there 
four hours. I became a nervous wreck. 

“Then I was dragged out and ar- 
raigned before Col. Piraniteadoff.. He 
tried to wring some secret from me, I 
did not know what he was after. I had 
no secrets, but he seemed to think.I had. 
There followed fifteen days of question- 
ing. I was ordered to confess. I had 
nothing to confess. I was taken back 
to the fortress. 


A Dime Novel Outdone. 

“One day my father came. He told 
me he had been appointed President of 
the board which was to try me by court- 
martial, and he. said that if he found 
a single evidence of my guilt he would 
vote to havé me shot. The vote of the 
President of the board counted as two. 
Well, after about fifteen months of*soli- 
tary confinement, they told me I was to 


be sent to Western Siberia, I was glad of 
it, and told.the officer. so. He came 
back a day or so later and told me i 
was to go to Eastern Siberia, which is 
far worse. I appeared cheerful. That 
was u mistake. Again the official re- 
turned and said that I was to go to 
Saghalien. I served my time there and 
went to Vladivostok, where I obtained 
employment as assistant to the British 
Consul at that port.”’ 

The Count has letters purporting to be 
from Richard T. Greener of Chicago, 
who was the American Consul in Vlad- 
{fvostok in 1902, saying that Count Loch- 
witzky was an assistant in the Britisn 
Consulate. Mr. Greener also says that 
the Count was a political exile at Sa- 
ghalien. The letter was one of introduc- 
tion. There were other letters, some 
from missionaries in Japan and China. 

Count Lochwitzky says that he left 
Viadivostok because he learned that a 
— was on foot to arrest him and send 
him into exile again because of the sus- 
picion that he was a Socialist. He says 
that he had showed, one of the grafters 
up, a Government contractor, and that, in 
revenge, this official had plotted to get 
him exiled for life. He says that, with 
only $600 in his pocket, he fled from the 
British Consulate at night, was rowed out 
to a Chinese ship, and, after bribing the 
Captain, was taken to Japan. This was 
in 1904, he says. When the Japanese- 
Russian war broke out he was advised 
that Japan was no place for a Russian, 
so he fled to China, but after the war 
went back to Japan for a short time, and 
then came to this country, landing in 
San Francisco. 

He says that David 8S. Jordan, President 
of Leland Stanford University, became in- 
terested in him and suggested that he 
begin to lecture, which he did. The 
Count has letters purporting to have been 
written by Dr. Jordan, one of which is as 
follows: 

Office of the President, 
Stanford University, California. 
Jan. 28, 1905. 

Lieut. Col. A. Lochwitzky, San Fran- 

cisco, Cal, 

Dear Sir: Permit me to express to you 
our very great pleasure in listening to 
the most interesting and thrilling story of 
your experiences in Russia and Saghalien 
as given in your lecture at the university 
on Thursday night. The story was not 
only intensely thrilling and admirably told, 
but gave a vivid idea of the viciousness of 
Russian officialism which one could obtain 
in scarcely any other way. It was as 
though a prisoner of the Bastile had es- 
caped in the time of the French Revolu- 
tion, and was telling his story to sym- 
pathizing friends, who nad never known 
anything but freedom.

Tells of Attempts on His Life, 


Count Lockwitzky says that the first 
attempt on his life was made by the Se- 
cret Service soon after he began his lect- 


ures. It was made by a woman, he says, 
who got him to accompany her to a 
French restaurant in San Francisco, and 
there tried to put poison in his cocktail. 
He detected her in time. Next she tried 
to lure him to a desolate spot. He then 
got a permit to carry a revolver. From 
that time on he says he has frustrated 
the efforts of the Secret Service to kill 
him. Once a man shot at him through 
a window. He says that Russtans have 
come to him and advised him to stop lect- 
uring, saying they had been ordered by 
i Government's agent to get him to 
stop. 

He told a story of poisoned candy in 
which another woman figured. She gave 
him candy which had arsenic in it, and 
he nearly died. Another time, says the 
Count, he was lured to a vacant house 
but got away unharmed. He says he will 
continue telling of the conditions in Rus- 
sia until he is. killed. 

Baron Schiippenbach had this to say 
yesterday: 

“This man does not speak the truth 
when he says that attempts have been 
made to assassinate him by Russian Se- 
cret Service agents in this country. There 
is no such thing as a Russian Secret 
Service here. When he, or any one else, 
says I am at the head of such a body 
he {js telling what is false. ‘This man ts 
not interesting enough for me to send 
a cable, but will write and find out 
who he is and what kind of man he is. 

The Baron got out several Russian di- 
rectories. He found that a Nicholas 
Alexanderovitz Lochwitzky was an afd 
to the Jurist Counsel of the Minister of 
War as late as 1908.

cant right away, despite this state of af- 
airs. 

“You remember when President Cleve- 
land sent his Venezuelan message to 
Congress how excited we got,”’ continued 
Mr. Taft, “* yet at that time we had only 
one gun, and that was on Sandy Hook, 
to oppose the British Navy. But the Lord 
looked after us, just as he does after 
children and drunkards, 

‘**But McKinley knew how unprepared 
we were to fight even a power like Spain, 
and he used all his influence to postpone, 
to push off, if you please, to prevent, 
that war if he could. When it became 
necessary for him to lead, though, he 
did lead, and he led to a purpose.”’ 

Mr. Taft then said that the sooner the 
American people learned the lesson of 
preparedness the better off they would 
be, and then, after a brief reference to 
the Boxer troubles and Mr. Mé€Kinley’s 
steadfast determination to deal justly 
with China, referred to his own appoint- 
ment as Governor of the Philippines. 

“TI was talking in the corridor of a 
United States Circuit Court,’’ he said, 
‘dictating an opinion—not one of those 
that got me into trouble later—when a 
messenger handed me a/’telegram that 
read this way: ‘If vou have no other 
engagements you will oblige me very 
much if you will call on me in Wash- 
ington next week.’ Therg was no vacan- 
cy on the Supreme bench then gnd I 
could not imagine what the President 
wanted. But I went and when I entered 
the Cabinet room President McKinley 
and Secretary of the Navy Long were 
there, and Secretary Root was sent for. 


Asked to Go to the Philippines. 


‘** Judge,’ said the President, ‘ I would 
like to have you go to the Philippines.’ 

“ “Mr. President, I replied, ‘what do 
you" mean?’ 

“*We want to establish a government | 
out there, Mr. McKinley explained, ‘and /} 
I want you to help me do it.’ 

‘““* But, Mr. President,’ I answered, ‘I 
am sorry we have got them, and you 
want a man out there who is in sympathy 
with you.’ 

“* You don’t want them any less than I 
do,’ the President replied, ‘but I can 
trust a man who thinks as you do, and I 
want you to go.’ 

“You can understand the feelings of a 
man who wants to go to work on a soft 
bench when he is asked to go 10,000 miles 
away from home. I went, though, and I 
went under the fnfluence of McKinley's 
wonderful personality, in making people 
do what he thought they ought to do in 
the interest of the public. 

“He promised me his ~-support, and I 
received it. Mr. McKinley’s idea was, In 
his own expression, ‘a policy of benevo- 
lent assimilation.’ To establish a Gov- 
ernment in the Philippines we had to 
wage war and bring about tranquillity by 
the use of the sword, and it was a source 
of great agony to President McKinley. 

“To-day we are trying to carry out in 
every respect what President McKinley 
would have had us carry_out had he 
lived; that is, to bring the Filipinos to a 
point where they will be able to govern 
themselves. It is necessary for us to stay 
there to benefit those people. 

“m~o-day 90 per cent. of them are 
densely ignorant and we can only hope 
to improve the rising generation. It is 

athetic, the desires of the yeoman farm- 
ft classes to give their children an edu- 
cation, and in the schools of the Philip- 
ines there are now 500,000 children learn- 
ing to read and write. 

“The Philippines are a burden on_ us; 
they cost us from $5,000,000 to $10,000.000 
a year, but my Idea, as was that of 
President McKinley, is that when Provi- 
dence thrusts responsibility upon us for 
a people like these, we should deal by 
them as the people of a community would 
for those of their fellow citizens in that 
community who are helpless.

DRUGGIST HELD AS SLAYER. 


Tells Police He Turned On Gas Where 
Shapiro Was Asleep and Forgot It. 
Acting on the report of an autopsy made 

by Goroner’s Physician Charles Wuest of 


Brooklyn on the body of Samuel Shapiro, 
a drug clerk, who died on Saturday even- 
ing in St, Catherine’s Hospital, Williams- 
|burg, five minutes after he had_been 
taken there from the drug store of Harry 
Gordon, at 421 Bushwick Avenue, the 
police of the Stagg Street Station last 
arrested Gordon on a charge of 
| homicide. 

| The autopsy showed that Shapiro’s 
|death was due to gas asphyxiation. At 
{the time he was found unconscious in a 
|back room of the drug store Gordon 
| told the St. Catherine’s Hospital surgeons 
} that he had turned on the gas accident- 
{ally in the room where Shapiro was 
asleep, but to the police he said that 
}Shapiro came to him Saturday morn- 
ling looking for a job and he sent him 
fout to sell cologne. Shapiro, so Gordon 
|}said, came back discouraged and asked 
|permission to rest in the rear room. After 
the young man’s death in the hospital 
there was found in his pocket a partly 
filled bottle of nitric acid. There was 
also a note which read: 

‘“*T am tired of life. Please don’t blame 
anybody for my death."’ 

The police assumed that Shapiro had 
killed himself with nitric acid, and s0 
recorded the case. Dr. Charles Wuest in 
his autopsy found that Shapiro died from 
inhaling gas and not from nitric acid, and 
chrpage oroner Kennedy he notified the 
police. 

Gordon now admits that Saturday after- 
noon he went into the rear room, where 
| Shapiro lay, and turned on the stopcock 
of a fixture, to let the air out of the 
pipes. He added that just then a cus- 
tomer entered the store, and he left the 
room to wait on him, closing the door 
after him. 

Gordon said he forgot all about the gas 
fixture, and when he went:to the room 
to turn off the stopcock the place was 
| filled with gas and Shapiro lay uncon- 
scious on the floor. He denied writing 
the note or putting the bottle of nitric 
acid in the dead man’s pocket,

by the billions. Production has been above 
the average of recent years with few ex-| 
ceptions; and, while some prices have! 
fallen, others have risen. 

The farm value of all farm products of 
1908 reaches the most extraordinary total 
in the Nation’s history—$7,778,000,000. This 
is about four times the value of the prod- 
ucts of the mines, including mineral oils 
and’ precious metals. The farmer con- 
tributes 87 per cent. of the raw materials 
used in those manufacturing industries 
which depend mostly or considerably 
upon agricultural materials, and these in- 
dustries use 42 per cent. of all materials 
used in all industries. 

The gain in value of farm products in 
1908 over 1907 is $290,000,000 and would 
have been much larger had not the prices 
of cotton and hay been low. ‘he value 
of products in 1899, the census year, be- 
ing taken at 100, the value for 1903 stands 
at 125; for 1904, at 131; for 1905, at 134; 
for 1906, at 143; for 1907, at 159, and for 
1908, at 165. During the last ten years 
the wealth production cn the farms of this 
country has exceeded the fabulous sum 
of $60,000,000,C00. 

sreatest of all crops ts Indian corn, the 
production of which this year is 2,643,000,- 
000 bushels. The value of the crop is $1,- 
615, 000,000. This wealth, grown out of the 
soil in four months of rain, sunshine, and 
some drought, is enougn to cancel the 
interest-bearing debt of the United States 
and to pay for the Panama Canal and 
fifty battleships. This crop is worth this 
year nearly as much as the great crops 
of cotton, hay, and wheat combined. Com- 
pared with the averages of the preceding 
rive years the quantity is 2 per cent. high- 
er and the value 43 per cent. higher. 


Cotton Crop One of the Highest, 


It seems likely that the cotton crop is 
one of the highest three ever produced, 
but with a value next to the highest or 
perhaps more, although the farm price of 
cotton this year is below the price of 
last year by more than 1 cent. 

For the first time in the history 
this country’s agriculture, the value of 
the cotton crop, including seed, has ap- 
parently exceeded the value of the hay 
crop, which has heretofore held second 
place. 

The greatest hay crop 
been gathered this year, 
or 12 percent, above the 
preceding five years. Its price is $2 per 
ton less than it was a year ago, but stili 
the farm value of the crop is $621,000,000, 
or 6 per cent. above the five-year average. 

Wheat is 1% per cent. above the five- 
year average in production and 23 per 
cent, above in total value. The 660,000,000 
bushels of this crop are estimated to be 
worth $620,000,000 to the farmers, or 66,- 
000,000 bushels more than the most valu- 
able wheat crop heretofore produced. 

Although the oat crop suffered from 
drought, the value is $321,000,000 for 78#,- 
000,000 bushels, or 10 per cent. above the 
five-year average value and 9 per cent. 
below the average product. 

The barley crop, 167,000,000 bushels, is 
13 per cent. above the five-year average, 
and its value, $86,000,000, is 23 per cent. 
above. Both"have been exceeded only 
once. 

Rye remains in the notch that it has 
occupied in production in recent years, 
but its value, $22,000,000, is 17 per cent. 
above the average. 

The largest crop of rice ever raised, 
10,000 bushels, is this year’s, with a value 
of about $18,000,000, the crop being “v 
per cent, above the five-year average, and 
its value 23 per cent. above. 

All cereals aggregate 4,329,000,000 bush. 
els, a total that has been exceeded three 
times, but the value reaches $2,694,000,000, 
or more than $300,000,000 above that of 
1907, and exceeds still more the totals of 
former years. Compared with the pre- 
ceding five years, the number of bushels 
is higher by .2 per cent., and the value 
is higher by 32 per cent.

Nearly 500,000 short tons of beet sugar 
will probably be made from the crop of 
this year, and the factory value of this 
and of the beet pulp is about $45,000,000. 
About 407,000 short tons of raw cane 
sugar were produced this year, an amount 
perceptibly greater than the high produc- 
tion figures of four or five former years.

The 
town bases its belief upon the old Crown 
grants, under which it claims to hold not 
only the uplands, but the under-water 
lands of its harbor and bay. The town 
will exhibit an old Indian deed to the town 
property, among other evidence,

TARRYTOWN, Dec. 13.—Before a large 
audience in the Tarrytown Music Hall 
this afternoon J. G. Phelps Stokes and his 
wife, Rose Pastor Stokes, delivered ad- 
dresses.

“When I saw this man,” said 
Stokes, ‘‘he said to me: ‘I know you 
mean well, but I do not .want your 
charity. I have worked in this country 
for fifteen years for you and your people 
and I never had more than I have now, 
and my family was never any better 
situated. All that I want Is justice, not 
charity.’ |

business methods of many of the exec- 
utive offices introduced mainly under 
the present Administration. This 
change, briefly, is toward more prompt 
and general utility in the work of the 
offices for all classes interested in that 
work. For. example, it. was formerly 
the custom to print once a year, in one 
or more large volumes entitled ‘* Com- 
mercial Relations,” such information 
regarding foreign trade as our Consuls 
abroad might transmit in the course 
of the previous f‘scal year. These vol- 
umes. usually “appeared about seven 
months after the freshest of their con- 
tents had been received at Washihg- 
ton. They included matter.that had 
been gathered during the year before 
such receipt, and ti at was not always 
new. So the business man who hoped 
{to get ary information as to foreign 
trade for his own use from this source 
had to hunt for it through hundreds of 
pages of none of it less than 
seven months, and much of it a year 
or two old. The “ Commercial Rela- 
tions,” therefore, were about as timely 
as the files of last year’s papers. 
When found, the material was not 
much more valuable than it was time- 
ly. Some of it was interesting in a 
general way. Little of it was specific, 
or made to conform to the needs of 
actual business. All this has been 
changed, and greatly for the better, 
both as to the coltection of information 
and as to its distribution among those 
who can make use of it. Our Consular 
Service has been steadily improved. 
More capable men are chosen, and they 
arc better equipped and better trained. 
They are instructed to gather systemat- 
leally the facts bearing on foreign mar- 
kets, and to forward them promptly 
and regularly, not merely in the form 
of stated reports, but in specially pre- 
pared dispatches, including specific and 
practical details. They are reinforced 
by a certain number of special agents, 
whose work it is to gather information 
of a more intimate nature and to trans- 
mit it directly to the bureau. But all 
this preparation would practically be 
wasted if the material collected were 
allowed to “; the way to dusty 
death” in the pigeonholes of the bu- 
reau, awaiting the publication of an- 
nual volumes. Instead there is a triple 
‘system of publication. In the first 
place there is a daily issue of reports 
containing selections from the commu- 
nications of the Consuls and agents. 
Then there is a vast amount of corre- 
spondence in reply to applications for 
,specific information. Finally there are 
‘on file in the burean ‘specifications, 
proposals, and like documents giving 
actual openings for bids, or information 
that may lead to direct dealings, and 
these’ are open for inspection by re- 
sponsible persons.

“LOWER CABLE RATES. 

The proposed new ocean cable be- 
tween England and this continent over 
which messages may be sent at the rate 
of twopence, or four cents, a word, is 
no dream of a visionary. It is a prac- 
tica] plan, and its execution is immi- 
nent. The merchants of the City of 
London are as keenly alive to the need 
of cheaper cable communication «as 
those of New York and the other busi- 
ness centres of the United States. The} 
argument that cable communication is 
a luxury not needed in the transaction 
of ordinary business day by day is un- 
sound. The better and quicker the 
means of communication between the 
comntries of the world, the closer their 
commercial relations will be. 

For twenty years the cable system 
between the United States and Great 
Britain has been practically unchanged, 
yet in every other way the relations of 
the two countries have developed enor- 
mously. Ocean steamship traffic has 
greatly increased, and the average time 
of the voyage has been lessened by 
half a week. Considering the improved 
facilities, the increased comfort for 
passengers, the cost of an ocean voy- 
age is materially less, while the rates 
of letter postage have been reduced, 
and in al] other services a larger pub- 
lic demand, with consequently larger | 
profits, has been met by a reduction | 
of charges. It has been the blind pol- 
icy of the companiés controlling the, 
ocean cables to restrict their service 
and keep up the rates. They must De

The arguments in favor of a Canadian 
cable, to be laid by the British Govern- 
ment, at Friday’s meeting in the Man- 
sion House, London, were that while 
the competition of such a State-owned 
cable would immediately reduce the 
general cost of cabling, the new line 
would also help to strengthen the rela- 
tions of the Dominion and the mother 
country. The condensation of messages 
caused by the high tariff leads to con- 
tinual misunderstanding.

GOOD AND BAD REBATES. 

The Public Service Commission will 
have popular sentiment with it in its 
action upon the “school” rates. The 
Commission has informed the Staten 
Island Rapid Transit Company that the 
use of these tickets “ confined to school 
children ’’ dates so far back that its 
origin is unknown, and that Its dis- 
continuance ‘“‘is not demanded by any 
construction of law by this Commission, 
which has sole jurisdiction of such 
transportation.” It is odd how many 
little favors to riders by railways are 
being interfered with under the rigors 
of recent legislation. This particular 
controversy, which is general through- 
out the State, arose from the fact that 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
declined to receive new commutation 
rates, including these schoo! fares, 

The ground of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission's decision was that 
there should be no discrimination be- 
tween children, those riding to work 
having equal right to reduction of fares 
with those riding to school. Agreeable 
as the Public Service Commission's de- 
cision is, it is apparent that it ig- 
nores the discrimination between classes 
which was so apparent and objection- 
able to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, and concedes favors to a spe- 
cial class, supposably less in need of 
such assistance than those to whom it 
{is denied. Doubtless the rallways with- 
in the sole jurisdiction of the State 
Commission will concede the school 
rate, and withhold the rate to the 
larger class of children as required hy 
the Federal ruling. Welcome as the 
State decision ts it would have been 
even more so if the Federal rule had 
been adopted that agents shall not ask 
the motives or the business of buyers 
of transportation. 

It is this ruling which protects the 
reduced rates granted to buyers under 
the auspices of the Merchants’ Asso- 
elation. If a journey to school is part 
of the consideration’ for reduction of 
rates it is obvious that a merchant 
receiving a reduction on a buyer's ex- 
cursion rate to New York would have 
to buy goods here. But this is an 
absurdity which the rule against in- 
quiry into reasons for buying a ticket 
forbids. And yet a decision the other 
day sustained an equal absurdity. A 
reduced rate is allowed on shipments 
of coal going outside the Chesapeake 
Capes. But a certain tugboat company 
accepted the rebate and burned some 
of the coal within the capes. It was 
fined $8,700, and that was not at all a 
joke. It would seem as though the 
regulation of rates was being cut rather 
fine when pressed to such extremes as 
in these cases.

THE SPOILSMEN IN THE HOUSE. 

Courtesy is a nice thing undoubtedly 
in the intercourse of Congressmen, but 
truth is sti! more important. When 
Mr. GILLETT of Massachusetts, advo- 
cating the application of the merit sys- 
tem to the census employes, used the 
word ‘“spoilsmen,” he was instantly 
accused of impoliteness toward his fel- 
low-members. He made proper expla- 
nation, but it remains true that the 
“spollsmen” have had their way 
through the kind aid of the Congress- 
men, a distinction with a shadowy 
difference. 

The plan urged by Mr. GiLueTT Its 
very simple and practical. It provides 
that the employes of the Census Bureau 
shall be taken from a Hst of eligibles 
made after competitive examination by 
the Civil Service Commission. It is 
earnestly asked for by the Director of 
the Census. It is explicitly approved 
and ‘strongly urged” by the Presi- 
dent.

CHAMP CLARK ON MILLINERY. 

Mr. CHAMP CLARK I!s sound on the 
subject of women’s hats, except as to 
their cost. When he declared, in the 
course of the combat between the Ways 
and Means Committee and the milliners 
Saturday, that most women’s hats cost 
less than $5, he was clearly talking at 
random. In a broad sense, the sense in 
which the preposterous statisticians 
make their computations, (which is not 
common sense,) the statement may bs 
true enough. The average cost of the 
things American women wear on their 
heads may be less than 50 cents. 
Elderly Italian immigrant women, for 
instance, wear colored handkerchiefs, 
while the younger ones just wear their 
own hair 

But Mr. CHAMP CLARK knows wel) 
enough that the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and the men milliners have noth- 
ing whatever to do with that kind of 
headgear, or yet with the hats of the 
female dependents of purely profes- 
sional men, which are “made over” 
each season, with a co-operative inter- 
change of trimmings that produces at- 
tractive and curious results. He knows 
that, so far as the tariff on imports of 
flowers and feathers and velvets, furs, 
lacés, and the droll imitations of fruit 
is concerned, the hat of the American 
woman costs all the money her hus- 
band can command for her at the time 
of the purchase.

Ellis Island, whence laborers who could 
promptly take their places were obtain- 
able. And yet the strike, as strikes go, 
was a success. 

The reason seems to have been that 
the men had a real grievance—that really 
they were not receiving a wage on which 
they could support life, even at their 
own low standard of living. For months 


before election they had been working on | 


short time, for what they said was less 
than a dollar a day of ten hours, and 
their employers did not claim .that 
was much more. They had all somehow 
acquired the belief that an advance, had 
been promised in case of Mr. Tart’s elec- 
tion, and when it did not come they de- 
cided that they had been deceived. The 
strike was the result, apparently a meas- 
ure of sheer desperation. Mr. K®LLOGG 
says that both the amount and the char- 
acter of the violence were exagserated; 
that it was to some extent provoked by 
injudicious efforts to keep the peace, 
made by an inexperienced Sheriff and his 
inexperienced deputies, and that it 
directed almost wholly against 
ficlals and not against the employers or 
their property.

in common with any of the innumerable 
variants of what we call ‘“ broken Eng- 
lish.” Those are to be heard in and near 
the Bowery, but they are merely approxi- 
mations, in the case of each individual 
speaker slowly growing closer, to correct 
English, and while a @onsiderable num- 
ber of persons at about the same stage 
of assimilation speak a variant that 
shows the interaction of this, that, or the 
other language with English, no two, even 
of the same group, talk exactly alike. 
Of Bowery slang there is enough, but 
slang is not dialect; it ls merely metaphor 
more or less narrowly localized. More- 
over, the ungrammatical is not the dia- 
lectical; it is only the consequence of 
ignorance or carelessness, 

Not infrequently those who have resort- 
ed to the Bowery for literary or dramatic 
material have brought to wide attention 
a form of speech that passed for the dia- 
lect of that region, but even 
veracious of these discoveries—that of Mr. 
HARRIGAN, for instance, or the one spoken 
by the famous fireman of a still older day 
—owed something to the author’s own in- 
vention, and at best was nothing more 
than the impermanent language of an im- 
permanent group. 

Whether New York itself, as a whole, 
has a dialect is a dubious question, but the 
inhabitants of the American hinterland 
have always asserted, and still assert, that 
the tongues of the metropolitans betray 
them to the delicate ear. If this be so we 
have a dialect, but New Yorkers are not, 
ahd never have been, either isolated or 
homogeneous, and the most that anybody 
from the East, West, or South can truly 
say, perhaps, is that few of us talk ex- 
actly a6 he does. “ 

As for the Bowery, broken English: in

JOAN OF ARC BEATIFIED. 


Pope at Ceremony Bids French Remem- 
ber Her Cry, “Christ and the King.” 


ROME, Dec. 13.—There was an im- 
pressive ceremony at the Vatican to-day 
upon the occasion of the reading of the 
Beatification Decrees conferred upon 
Joan of Are and thirty-six French mis- 
sionaries who met the death of martyrs 
in China. The reading of the decrees 
took place in the presence of Pope Pius 
xX. and many high prelates. The decree in 
the case of Joan of Are recited the de- 
tails of three miraculous cures in the 
years 1891, 1893, and 1900. Following the 
invocation to Joan Pope Pius delivered 
an address extolling the faith of Joan. 


‘““She was called by God to defend her 
country,’’ said His Holiness, ‘‘and ac- 


complished a feat that the whole world 
believed to be impossible. That which 
is impossible to man alone and unaided, 
can he accomplished with the help of 
God. The power of the evil one is in the 
feebleness of Christians.” 

Turing to the French prelates, the Pope. 
continued: ‘‘ When you return to France, 
tell your fellow-citizens if they love 
France they should love God, the faith, 
and the mother Church. Let them re- 
member Joan's cry, ‘ Long live Christ and 
the King of France!’”’ 

The Pope expressed the deep conviction 
that France, through divine intercession, 
would return to the bosom of the Church, 
saying that the intercession of the new 
saints strengthened him in this belief.

Will Quit the American Federation 
and Form an Independent Union. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 13.—A revolt in 
the ranks of the Italian musicians and | 
proprietary bandmasters of Philadelphia 


cians came to a head at a lively meeting 
held here this afternoon in Institute Hall. 
As a result a majority of the players in- 
tend to quit the organization and form a 
new and independent union of their Own. 

The grievance of the employers, with 
which the better class of players are quite 
in sympathy, is that the federation scale 
of wages Is not equitable, in that a third 
or fourth player receives the same pay as 
the man that is so skilled as to be a solo- 
ist. A saxophone pnlayer, for instance, 
may receive from $38 to $65, though a} 
mediocre performer, whereas a first-class | 
cornetist may earn only the same wages. 

The effects of the determination of the 
Italian musicians will be far-reaching, as 
theatre, hotel, and grand opera orches- 
tras, besides hundreds of plavers in well- 
known bands, will be involved. 

Gluseppe Creatore, one of the _ best- 
known Italian bandmasters in America, 
came over from New York to attend the 
meeting and was the principal speaker. 
While Mr. Creatore is virtually not in a

ane TUG GOING TO ALASKA. 


w Vessel, with Novel Life-Saving 
yea Will Make 20,000-Mile Voyage. 


The tug Snohomish of the United States 
Revenue Service, said to be the first ves- 
sel ever designed and built exclusively for 
life saving work, will sall from Norfolk, 
Va., some time before Dec. 15 on a voyage 
of nearly 20,000 miles to the station she is 
to oceupy at Neah Bay on the Alaskan 
coast. 

She carries all of the standard equip- 
| ment for such work, and in addition a .de- 


‘vice which is designed for the saving of | 


life when no other means will avail. This 
is a marine cableway and breeches buoy 
which will work no matter what the con- 
dition of the sea may be. 

The loss of the Valencia and her 136 
lives in the straits of Juan de Fuca at 
the entrance to Puget Sound provided the 
incentive to efforts on the part of the 
Government to provide for the conditions 
existing there. Wrecks would occur far 
from any station there in a sea in which 
no small bout could live—so rough that 
ordinary devices could not be used from 
the deck of another ship, 

The cableway with its breeches buoy 
is an adaptation of the well-known 
breeches buoy principle to conditions of 
storm and stress. The essential principle 
of the cableway is an automatic reel, 
which constantly gives and takes on the 
cable attached to the ‘nasthead of the 
wreck and to the masthead of the rescu- 
ing vessel so that there is constantly on 
the cable a safe tension no matter how 
| the seas toss the vessels about. This cable 
is landed aboard the wreck in the usual 
manner of shooting lines.
